Report  of  the  Executive  Council 
of  the 

National  Institute  for  the  Blind 

for  the 

Financial  Year  ended  31st  March,  1939 


\V/E  are  liappy  to  begin  our  Report  this  year  by  recording  an 
event  which  will  be  one  of  the  landmarks  in  the  histor}^  of 
the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind.  On  16th  March,  1939,  to 
commemorate  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  our 
present  Headquarters,  Their  Majesties  King  George  VI  and  Queen 
Elizabeth  \'isited  the  Institute  and  inspected  its  work. 

Their  Majesties  were  received  by  our  Chairman,  Captain  Sir 
Beachcroft  Towse,  V.C.,  our  \'ice-Chairman,  Mr.  R.  B.  Hughes- 
Buller,  and  the  Mayor  and  ilayoress  of  St.  Marylebone  ; and  the 
Secretary-General,  the  Honorary  Officials  and  the  Chairmen  of  our 
Committees  and  Sub-Committees  were  presented.  In  the  Armitage 
Hall,  the  oldest  member  of  our  staff  handed  1 heir  Majesties  an  Address 
in  Braille,  assuring  them  of  the  devoted  loyalty  and  affection  of  their 
blind  subjects  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  British  Empire  ; and 
a basket  of  flowers  was  presented  to  the  Queen  by  two  blind  babies 
from  our  Sunshine  Homes. 

The  Armitage  Hall  had  been  divided  into  sections,  each  section 
illustrating  some  phase  of  our  work.  The  King  and  Queen  visited  them 
in  turn,  and  were  able  to  see  and  talk  to  babies  from  the  Sunshine 
Homes  playing  in  a miniature  nursery,  girls  and  boys  from  Chorle\'wood 
and  Worcester  College  busy  at  their  usual  tasks,  Braille  experts  tran- 
scribing textbooks  and  mu.sic,  a blind  administrator  dictating  to  a 
blind  shorthand-typist,  a blind  mathematician  working  out  a problem, 
a blind  man  demonstrating  the  Talking  Book,  and  so  forth. 

After  signing  the  Visitors'  Book,  Their  Majesties  proceeded  to  the 
Transcribing  Department,  where  they  saw  a blind  transcriber  at  work 
on  the  first  part  of  a special  supplement  to  The  Braille  Mail  describing 
their  own  visit,  and  thence  to  the  Printing  Department.  In  the 
Entrance  Hall,  the  King  un\’eiled  a bronze  tablet  commemorating  the

Royal  Visit.  Their  Majesties  then  walked  down  Great  Portland  Street 
to  the  Eichholz  Clinic,  where  they  heard  part  of  a lecture  being  given 
to  students  in  our  Massage  School,  and  watched  qualified  blind  masseurs 
and  masseuses  giving  various  treatments. 

The  Royal  Visit  lasted  for  an  hour  and  three-quarters,  and  our 
Chairman  was  informed  later  that  Their  Majesties  were  deeply  impressed 
by  the  evident  courage  and  capacity  of  the  blind,  whom  they  saw 
happily  engaged  in  so  many  activities,  and  wished  the  Institute’s 
Council  and  Staff  all  success  in  the  future. 

Apart  from  commemorating  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  our  Headquarters, 
the  visit  of  the  King  and  Queen  was,  to  quote  The  New  Beacon,  “ an 
honour  accorded  to  the  blind  people  of  this  countr}'  and  to  Captain 
Sir  Beachcroft  Towse,  V.C.,  whose  devoted  work  for  his  blind  fellows 
as  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Institute’s  Council  has  covered 
a period  of  memorable  achievement.” 

We  believe  that,  despite  the  short  time  and  confined  space  at  our 
disposal,  we  gave  Their  Majesties  a correct  idea  of  the  diversified 
character  and  wide  scope  of  our  work.  We  trust  that  this  Report 
will  be  equally  successful  in  giving  our  subscribers  and  helpers  a true 
picture  of  the  Institute’s  activities  during  the  past  year.  In  this 
narrative  we  deal  broadly  with  the  main  aspects  of  the  work  ; further 
details  can  be  gathered  from  the  statistical  and  other  tables  appended 
(to  which  page  references  are  made  in  the  margin),  and  from  the  full 
statement  of  accounts  on  pages  42  to  56. 

Two  items  in  the  accounts  must  take  a primary  place  in  our  story. 
The  first  is  an  item  showing  that  £125,806  were  subscribed,  given  and 
collected  for  the  work  performed  and  assisted  by  the  Institute.  What 
a wealth  of  sj'mpathy  towards  the  blind  lies  behind  that  figure  ! 
Add  to  it  the  incalculable  value  of  the  personal  services  which  are 
rendered  in  all  branches  of  our  work,  and  you  have  a truly  remarkable 
illustration  of  the  voluntary  spirit  which  is  our  national  pride.  Will 
you  who  read  these  words,  and  all  others  who  have  helped  the  blind 
by  gift  or  service,  please  accept  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  generosity 
and  kindness  ? 

The  second  item  which  calls  for  special  note  is  the  value  of  legacies 
and  endowments  bequeathed  to  the  Institute,  which  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £36,243.  Many  of  these  legacies  were  the  crowning  gifts

We  cannot  emjiliasise  too  strongly  or  too  often  the  importance  of 
legacies  ; they  are  our  insurance  against  unforeseen  difficulties  which, 
if  not  met  and  overcome,  might  hamper  the  blind  for  a generation.

An  “ e.xliibit  ” which  intensely  interested  Their  Majesties  during 
3B]  their  visit  was  the  “ Sunshine  nursery,”  where  four  very  self-possessed 
little  children  demonstrated  doll-mothercraft,  what  can  be  done 
with  bricks  and  beads,  and  the  inner  mysteries  of  toys.  The  children 
came  from  one  of  our  Sunshine  Homes,  and  their  happy',  intelligent 
faces,  their  alert  and  winning  ways,  were  typical  of  the  little  ones  who, 
from  birth  to  school  age,  are  cared  for  and  trained  at  these  residential 
nursery'  schools.  We  have  three  Sunshine  Homes.  The  Homes  at 
East  Grinstead  and  Southport  are  for  blind  children  who  are  otherwise 
normal  ; the  Home  at  Leamington  is  for  backward  children  who  need 
more  individual  methods  of  training  and  more  sustained  supervision. 

We  need  not  emphasise  the  lovableness  and  naturalness  of  these 
" Sunshine  ” children,  merely  asking  y'ou  to  look  at  the  hapi)y'  snap- 
shots we  reproduce  ; but  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  accentuate  how 
completely'  free  the  brain  of  the  blind  child  is  for  normal  development. 
Blind  children  have  to  be  taught  how  to  move  easily  and  gracefully, 
how  to  dress  and  undress,  how  to  wash  themseh’es  properly,  how  to 
eat  and  drink  cleanly' ; but  once  they'  have  learned  “ how  to  be  blind  ” 
they  can  be  led  along  the  usual  paths  of  know'ledge,  not  always  by' 
the  usual  methods  but  by  ways  and  means  that  expert  experience  has 
suggested.  It  is  expert  experience,  which  even  the  most  devoted  parent 
cannot  give,  that  guides  the  whole  upbringing  of  the  blind  child,  that 
controls  habit  by'  adapting  it  to  the  circumstances  of  not  seeing,  that 
by  word  and  action  contrives  for  the  mind’s  eye  a clear  mirror  of  its 
surroundings.  A child  with  sight  can,  in  a field,  see  and  wonder  about 
cows  and  hay'stacks,  trees  and  birds,  and  roofs  and  spires  to  the  far 
horizon,  but  the  blind  child  is  circumscribed  by'  the  near  boundaries 
of  touch  and  smell,  with  but  a hint  to  his  hearing  of  the  strange  faraway. 
Expeditions  outside  the  Homes  are  therefore  necessary'  to  the  blind

ciiildren,  and  they  are  taken  on  as  many  outings  as  possible — a sail 
on  the  lake,  a picnic  in  the  meadow,  trips  by  bus  and  taxi,  donkey  and 
pony  rides,  and  visits  to  the  shops  so  rich  in  scents  to  enquiring  little 
noses. 

The  result  of  the  expert  care  given  to  the  backward  babies  at 
Leamington  is  happily  illustrated  by  three  incidents  of  the  3-ear.  One 
child  who  could  see  a little  had  an  eye  operation  which  so  improved  the 
sight  that  she  could  no  longer  be  classified  as  blind,  and  was  sent  to  a 
school  for  partially-sighted  children  ; a little  boy  got  on  so  well  that 
wlien  he  was  di.scharged  he  was  able  to  go  to  a school  for  normal  blind 
children  ; another  child,  a little  girl,  reached  normal  standard  before 
school  age  and  was  therefore  transferred  to  the  Home  at  East  Grinstead. 

“ Court  Grange,”  at  Abbotskerswell,  in  the  lovely  Devon  country, 
is  a school  for  boys  and  girls  who,  if  at  normal  schools  for  the  blind, 
would  always  be  behind  their  class-mates.  At  such  schools  they  would 
soon  develop  a consciousness  of  inferiority  ; but  at  “ Court  Grange  ” 
they  make  steady  progress,  because  all  pupils  work  and  pla}-’  on  a 
common  level.  A lively  sense  of  competition  is  aroused,  and  each 
pupil  receives  the  patient  and  discriminating  attention  that  back- 
wardness demands.  The  work  includes  music,  handwork,  gardening, 
livestock  keeping  ; the  play,  organised  games,  visits  to  cinemas,  parties, 
scouting  and  guiding.  Successes  in  music  at  the  Associated  Boards’ 
school  examinations  and  at  local  festivals  have  been  particularly 
noticeable  during  the  3''ear,  and  have  added  to  the  School's  fine 
collection  of  cups  and  certificates. 

During  the  year  seven  schools  sent  parties  of  children,  under 
the  care  of  their  teachers,  to  “ Pirate’s  Spring,”  our  School  Journey 
Centre  and  Holida3'  Home  on  the  Kentish  coast,  at  New  Romne3^ 
Here,  in  a building  speciall3^  constructed  to  “ trap  ” the  sunlight, 
school  was  continued  under  ideal  conditions,  with  the  broad  sands 
as  a playground  and  legends  of  smuggling  to  feed  the  imagination. 
“ The  happiest  School  Journev'  experience  that  we  have  ever  had,” 
wrote  one  Headmaster.  In  the  summer,  the  Home  was  filled  with  blind 
children  who  had  no  homes  to  go  to  for  their  holiday's,  or  whose 
parents  could  not  afford  to  send  them  awa}',  and  during  the  September 
crisis,  when  most  schools  for  the  blind  in  London  took  precautionary 
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At  Court  Grange  Special 
School,  blind  girls  and  boys 
are  taught  to  be  self-reliant 
in  all  that  they  do ; the 
ability  to  wield  a sponge  and 
toothbrush  leads  naturally  to 
dexterity  in  handicrafts.

Secondary  A secondary  education  for  blind  children  is  becoming  more  widely 

Education  valued  by  parents  and  by  educational  authorities.  In  addition  to  the 
cultural  and  social  interests  which  it  creates  and  fosters,  it  brings  self- 
conlidence  to  the  young  man  or  woman  who  is  embarking  on  a pro- 
fessional career.  More  pupils  have  come  during  the  year  to  our  College 
for  Girls  with  Little  or  No  Sight,  at  Chorleywood,  Hertfordshire  ; and 
more  little  boys  have  come  to  its  Preparatory  School,  with  the  inten- 
tion, we  hope,  of  proceeding  to  Worcester  College,  the  Public  School 
for  blind  boys,  which  we  administer  on  behalf  of  the  Governors. 

The  Girls  of  In  June,  1938,  Chorleywood  College  entertained,  in  its  spacious 
building  and  beautiful  grounds,  about  150  Head  Mistresses  of  big 
public  schools.  They  were  deeply  interested  in  the  various  devices  which 
enable  blind  girls  to  compete  successfully  in  all  the  public  examinations. 
A State  Scholarship  (to  cover  University  expenses),  and  a Certificate  of 
London  University  for  Proficiency  in  English,  are  amongst  the  year’s 
successes  ; and  Old  Girls  have  continued  to  bring  honours  to  the  school 
by  a First  Class  Degree  in  Theology  (Cambridge),  an  M.A.  of  St. 
Andrew’s  University,  two  Massage  Certificates  and  an  Archbishop’s 
Diploma. 

During  the  j’ear  we  have  been  able  to  provide  Worcester  College 
with  additional  accommodation  and  a certain  measure  of  the  amenities 
which  it  has  long  required.  Lord  Baldwin  officially  opened  a new 
wing,  containing  new  classrooms  and  day  rooms,  new  dormitories 
and  bathrooms,  and  a gymnasium  hall  with  the  latest  equipment  for 
physical  education  and  for  dramatic  performances.  Beside  the  new 
wing  a garden  has  been  laid  out,  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  F.  Alfred 
Currey,  who  left  the  Institute  a generous  legacy,  and  has  been  planted 
with  ever}'  kind  of  scented  shrub  and  herbaceous  plant  which  ingenuity 
could  discover.  The  College  is  also  indebted  to  the  Corbett  Trust, 
which  was  approached  by  Lord  Cobham,  the  Chairman  of  the  Governors, 
for  a most  generous  gift  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  on  which  running 
tracks  have  been  constructed. 

Of  the  pupils  who  have  left  during  the  year,  four  have  gone  up  to 
O.xford — where  an  older  ex-pupil  has  recently  been  awarded  the  Jenkins

""“nridstory  of  this  unique  school,  which,  founded  in  1866,  has 
established  a 'high  tradition  of  academic  success  and  also  notable 
achievement  in  competitive  chess  and  rowing,  has  been  told  by  iss 
Mary  Tliomas  in  The  First  Seventy  Years,  which  we  published  last 


year. 


The  girls  and  boys  from  Chorleywood  and  Worcester  who  decide 
to  take  up  massage  as  a profession  proceed  to  our  Massage  School, 
there  to  join  with  pupils  from  all  parts,  not  only  of  this  country  but 
of  the  Empire,  in  engrossing  and  communal  interests.  Hard  work  and 
healthy  amusements  have  set  their  stamp  on  the  students  as  a whole, 
and  there  can  be  few  happier  bands  of  ambitious  youth  than  this 
body  of  blind  men  and  women  engaged  in  learning  the  healer  s art. 
A student  must  possess  first-rate  physical  and  mental  capabilities  to 
get  through  the  day’s  work  : 10-12.30  or  12.45  morning  session,^  12.45- 
2.15  lunch  at  Headquarters,  followed  by  a walk  in  the  park  or  a " four 
at  bridge  or  a Braille  book  in  the  Library  or  knitting  in  the  rest 
room,  2.15-H:  afternoon  session,  4.30-5.15  lecture,  5.15-8.15  (three 
nights  a week)  senior  and  intermediate  students  at  work  in  the  Evening 
Clinic. 


Our  Evening  Massage  and  Electrical  Clinic,  opened  by  Dr.  Helen 
Keller  in  1934,  started  with  six  patients,  and  now  treats  between 
forty  and  fifty  patients  in  an  evening,  necessitating  from  sixty  to 
seventy  treatments.  These  are  carried  out  by  the  senior  students  and 
one  blind  chartered  masseur,  under  the  supervision  of  the  medical 
officers  and  a sighted  sister.  The  clinical  experience  afforded  in  this 
manner  to  the  students  is  considerably  heightened  in  value  to  them  by 
the  gratitude  of  hundreds  of  patients  who  have  been  relieved  through 
their  efforts  from  pain  or  disability. 

The  Massage  Settlement  Service  helps  the  post-graduate  to  establish 
himself  in  practice.  It  advises  on  the  choice  of  site  for  a private  clinic  ; 
it  supplies  and  fits  the  necessary  apparatus  ; it  tries  to  obtain  hospital 
engagements  ; when  required  it  makes  grants  to  enable  the  masseur 
to  start  in  a satisfactory  way  ; and  it  generally  promotes  and  safeguards 
his  interests.

Massage  by  the  Blind,  after  a quarter  of  a centur3'’s  achievement, 
has  firmly  established  itself.  The  medical  profession  recogni.ses  the 
training,  qualifications  and  work  of  blind  masseurs  and  masseuses  b\' 
affording  them  opportunities  to  demonstrate  their  skill  and  efficiency. 
The  excellence  of  their  work  is  proved  bj?  the  success  of  the  Eichholz 
Memorial  Clinic  and  Institute  of  Massage  and  Physiotlierapy’  bj'  the 
Blind,  which  has  become  one  of  the  chief  centres  of  ph3’siothera])eutic 
treatment  in  London.  Since  the  Clinic  started  in  1!)34,  over  300  doctors 
have  sent  patients  to  it.  The  treatments,  which  are  very  wide  in 
scope,  are  all  administered  by  blind  masseurs  and  masseuses  .selected 
from  those  who  have  passed  the  recognised  examinations  of  the 
Chartered  Society,  but  no  patient  is  recei\’ed  unless  bringing  a detailed 
prescription  of  treatment  from  a doctor  or  after  consultation  with  one 
of  the  Clinic’s  medical  officers. 

The  blind  have  made  their  mark  in  other  professions  besides  massage. 
In  the  Church,  in  law,  in  lecturing,  teaching,  and  writing,  thej' 
have  proved  their  proficiency.  Blind  professional  men  and  women,  and 
students  studying  for  the  professions,  have  at  their  service  a unique 
librar3\  Whatever  book  a blind  student  ma}'  need  in  his  studies, 
however  abstruse  it  may  be — say  an  .'\nglo-Sa.\on  text  or  a digest 
of  medieval  law — he  has  only  to  a])i)ly  for  it  and  forthwith  our 
Manuscript  Department  will  put  a Braille  transcription  of  that  work 
in  hand,  and  lend  it  to  him  for  as  long  a time  as  he  may  need  it.  In 
this  way,  and  by  anticipating  the  need,  onr  Students’  Library  of 
fourteen  thousand  volumes  has  been.b,uilt  up.  A^^hese  books  have 
been  hand-written  in  Braille  by'  mem  and  women  with  sight  who 
have  voluntarily  studied  Braille_,,,and  -obtained  our  proficiency  certifi- 
cate, and  who  hold  themselves  un  reqdiness  to  meet  all  demands  on 
their  skill  and  gratuitous  labour.  . Many'  of  tliese  devoted  yvorkers 
transcribe  twent}'  or  thirty  volumes  a y'ear,  and  one  of  our  most 
valued  yvriters  has  exceeded  all'  previous  records  by  transcribing  fifty- 
six  y'olumes  during  the  past  tyt-elve  months^ 

1 he  transcription  into  Braille  bf  University  examination  papers 
for  blind  candidates  and  a large  amount  of  private  papers  and  corre- 
.spondence  is  undertaken  by  the  Department,  yvhicli  also  produces,  by 
means  of  a machine  christened  the  “ crab,”  a limited  number  of  copies 
of  small  books  and  pamphlets  required  by  colleges  or  classes  of  students. 
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The  Braille  Manuscript  Department  where  blind  proof-readers  check  the  Braille  manuscript  sent  in 
bv  volunlarv  u'riters  with  the  letterpress,  read  by  sighted  helpers,  before  the  volumes  are  bound  and 

added  to  the  Students*  Library.

In  London  there  are  several  Kiosks  in  charge 
of  blind  salesmen.  .It  this  Kiosk,  in  ihe  new 
.Idelphi  building,  tobacco  oyily  is  sold,  con- 
fectionery being  sold  at  an  adjacent  Kiosk  in 
charge  of  a blind  saleswoman. 
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While  it  is  our  pleasant  duty  to  dwell  upon  the  success  of  the  blind 
in  man}’  of  the  professions,  we  must  not  conceal  the  fact  that  the  problem 
of  iinding  suitable  employment  for  the  blind  is  the  gravest  with  which 
we,  and  all  others  working  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  are  faced. 
As  most  of  our  readers  know,  there  are  workshops  in  many  centres 
where  the  blind  arc  employed  in  various  handicrafts.  We  have 
conducted,  in  the  past,  investigations  of  workshop  conditions  and  of 
outside  industries  which  might  be  suitable  for  blind  workers,  and,  as 
a result,  several  new  lines  of  manufacture  have  been  introduced  in 
the  workshops.  At  present  we  are  forming  a Committee  to  enquire 
into  and  report  on  the  need  for  further  development  of  the  placement 
of  blind  persons  in  employment.  We  have  also  urged  local  authorities 
and  all  agencies  for  the  blind  to  employ  blind  persons  whenever  po.ssible. 

In  carrying  on  our  own  work,  we  employ  over  a hundred  blind 
men  and  women  as  organisers,  administrators,  lecturers,  teachers, 
collectors,  Braille  transcribers,  copyists  and  jiroof-readers,  shorthand- 
typists  and  telephonists.  We  have  placed  blind  managers  in  eight 
kiosks  for  the  sale  of  tobacco  and  confectionery  which  we  have  estab- 
lished in  various  parts  of  London,  and  we  liave  put  a case  before  the 
Government  for  establishing  kiosks  in  charge  of  blind  persons  in 
Government  buildings.  We  urgently  need  sites  for  more  kiosks,  as 
there  is  no  lack  of  capable  blind  men  and  women  to  manage  them,  and 
we  should  be  deeply  grateful  for  the  offer  of  free  sites,  or  sites  at  a 
nominal  rental,  in  blocks  of  offices  or  flats,  and  in  shopping  districts. 

Home  W'orkers  Schemes  are  organised  throughout  the  country  to 
assist  blind  handicraftsmen  who  work  in  their  own  homes,  and  blind 
people  such  as  music  teachers  and  piano  tuners  whose  work  is  centred 
at  home.  On  behalf  of  the  local  authorities  concerned  we  administer 
the  Scheme  in  the  South-Eastern  Counties  and  London  South  of  the 
Thames.  The  assistance  given  ranges  from  instruction  in  new  designs 
and  methods  of  construction  and  su])ply  of  raw  materials  at  cost  (irice 
to  the  marketing  of  the  finished  goods.  The  welfare  of  the  home 
workers  depends  on  our  ability  to  sell  the  goods  they  make  and,  as  the 
number  of  home  workers  is  steadily  increasing,  we  have  more  and  more 
goods  to  sell.  We  should  be  very  grateful  if  readers  of  this  Report 
would  make  a point  of  buying  from  the  blind  when  they  need  well- 
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The  shoivroom  at  the  Institute’s  Headquarters  in  Great  Portland  Street  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  shops  in  London,  for  here  are  for  sale  all  types  of  attractive  goods  made  by  the  blind, 
and  the  many  books,  appliances,  and  pieces  of  apparatus  made  for  the  use  of  the  blind. 


The  blind  piano-tuner  is  a skilled  craftsman, 
and  all  who  wish  to  keep  their  pianos  in  good 
order  should  make  a point  of  employing  blind 
tuners  regularly. 


Chair-caning  is  but  one  of  the  many  handicrafts 
in  ivhich  blind  home-workers  excel.  An  article 
which  is  “ homc-'made  ” ayid  “ blind-made  ” is 
also  “ well-made." 
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made  and  reliable  household  articles,  such  as  brooms,  brushes,  baskets, 
mats,  etc. 

These  efforts  to  provide  the  blind  with  regular  employment  which 
will  make  them  self-supporting,  are  supplemented  by  the  advice  and 
financial  assistance  which  we  give  to  blind  people  who  run  small 
businesses,  or  who  are  trying  to  secure  posts,  or  who  require  but  cannot 
afford  vocational  training,  or  who  are  struggling  in  some  way  to  gain 
a livelihood.  In  scores  of  cases  we  provide  what  may  be  described  as 
" extra  ’’  relief  and  assistance — just  that  little  more  which  is  beyond 
the  powers  of  the  local  societies  and  authorities  to  give,  but  which  we 
are  able  to  give.  That  little  more  means  much  to  the  recipient  ; it 
cannot  be  measured  in  figures,  but  its  worth  can  be  estimated  from  the 
hundreds  of  letters  of  thanks  which  we  recei\'e  from  blind  people 
in  all  parts  of  the  country.  “ My  heartfelt  gratitude  to  you  for  all  you 
have  done  for  me,”  writes  a student  whom  we  ha\-e  been  able  to  send 
to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music.  ” I am  much  obliged  to  you  for  your 
help,  which  I trust  will  set  me  on  the  road  to  ultimate  success,”  says 
a man  experiencing  business  difficulties. 

The  personal  help  we  give,  which  is  rendered  with  the  knowledge, 
consent  and  co-operation  of  the  local  societies  and  authorities,  takes 
many  forms.  Here,  a money  grant  ; there,  a gift  of  apparatus  ; here, 
a holiday  in  our  Convalescent  Home  ; there,  an  allowance  to  meet  some 
special  need.  Perhaps  a new  Social  Centre  requires  the  nucleus  of  a 
Braille  library  ; we  provide  the  books.  Travelling  concessions  by  rail, 
bus  or  steamer  may  be  sought  ; we  secure  them.  Business  and  domestic 
difficulties  may  arise  ; we  do  our  best  to  .solve  them,  career  must  be 
chosen  ; we  examine  capabilities  and  prospects.  M’hatever  problems 
worry  or  trouble  a blind  man  or  woman,  whatever  difficulties  confront 
those  who  are  stricken  with  blindness,  we  are  always  ready  to  discuss 
them  with  the  blind  themselves  or  with  their  relatives  and  friends,  and 
to  advise  and  help  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

From  infancy'  to  old  age,  at  school  and  in  private  study,  in  work 
and  in  recreation,  Braille  plays  a most  important  part  in  the  life  of 
the  blind.  The  six  small  embossed  dots  which  form  the  basis  of  all 
Braille  transcriptions,  from  a baby’s  .'V  B C to  the  most  learned  treatise, 
from  a student’s  brief  note  to  a shorthand-tj'pist’s  embossed  ” ribbon

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of  speed,”  from  a simple  song  to  the  most  complicated  musical  score, 
from  a hand-written  sheet  to  the  thousands  of  newspapers  pouring  from 
the  rotary  press,  might  well  be  described  as  the  ” six  eyes  of  the  blind.” 
By  their  aid,  the  sightless  have  been  enabled  to  perceive  the  world,  its 
work  and  its  wonders. 

As  the  largest  publisher  of  Braille  books  in  the  British  Empire, 
we  produce  from  our  presses  a constant  stream  of  the  best  literature 
of  all  kinds.  There  are  “ best  ” classics  and  " best  ” thrillers,  ” best  ” 
textbooks  and  ” best  ” books  of  the  hour,  and  these  are  the  works 
which  we  put  into  Braille. 

The  re-organisation  of  Braille  production,  which  has  been  described 
in  previous  Reports,  is  now'  able  to  show  definite  results.  In  1937-38 
the  production  of  the  plates  from  which  Braille  books  and  periodicals 
are  printed  increased  by  18  per  cent.,  and  during  1938-39  there  has 
been  a further  increase  of  7i  per  cent,  without  increase  of  staff.  The 
speed  of  our  rotary  press  has  been  increased  from  4,000  to  5,000  sheets 
per  hour,  and  a new  binding  machine  will  fold  the  Braille  sheets  and 
affix  a paper  “ guard  ” to  them  in  one  operation.  This  speeding  up  in 
transcribing,  printing  and  binding  enables  us  to  produce  more  books  in 
less  time,  and  at  present  nine  new  books  of  average  size  (three  volumes 
in  Braille)  are  being  put  in  hand  each  month  throughout  the  year.  It 
has  also  permitted  us  to  embark  on  an  experimental  venture  in  the  wake 
of  the  famous  “ Penguin  ” and  ” Pelican  ” series  ; Braille  ” Pandas,” 
consisting  of  topical  books  and  light  fiction,  are  now  available  at  a net 
price  of  6d.  per  volume.  Experiments  are  also  being  made  with  the 
object  of  linking  two  transcribing  machines  together,  so  that  duplicate 
plates  can  be  produced  simultaneously  by  one  blind  operator,  the 
intention  being  to  exchange  the  duplicate  plates  wdth  duplicate  plates 
of  books  produced  in  America,  and  so  increase  the  range  of  titles 
available  to  both  British  and  American  readers. 

The  range  of  Braille  production  has  been  so  much  extended 
during  the  last  twenty  years  that  ” Braille  bibliography  ” will  soon 
be  with  us.  At  the  “ Bible  for  the  Blind  ” Exhibition,  held  during 
the  year  as  part  of  the  celebrations  of  the  Fourth  Centenary  of  the 
English  Bible,  earliest  and  latest  editions,  plain  and  annotated  editions, 
large  and  small  editions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  embossed  types  were 
shown,  accompanied  by'  scores  of  embossed  editions  of  expositorv  and 
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The  rotary  press  in  the  Institute’s  Printing 
Department  on  which  are  printed,  from 
embossed  metal  plates,  the  thousands  of  sheets 
which  make  up  the  Braille  periodicals. 
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The  new  binding  machine 
which  folds  the  Braille 
sheets  and  affixes  a paper 
“ guard  " round  the  fold 
in  one  operation. 


Books  and  appliances  for 
the  blind  are  sent  all  over 
the  world  from  the  Institute 
and.  arc  sorted  in  (he  ivare- 
house  in  special  hags 
collected  by  Post  Office  vans 
at  definite  times. 


Arranging  an  edition  of  the  " Braille  Radio  Times  ” in 
batches  ready  for  despatch  to  blind  listeners  throughout 
all  districts  served  by  the  British  Broadcasting 
Corporation. 
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critical  works,  devotional  inamials,  prayer  books  and  liynni  hooks, 
jrsalters,  etc.  'I'liis  exhibition  illustrated  only  one  section  of  onr  cata- 
logue, bnt  we  could  make  as  good  a show  with  classics  or  poetry  or 
fiction  or  c\-en  with  technical  and  scientific  works. 

The  production  of  books  in  Moon  type,  a simple  embossed  variation 
of  Roman  tvpe,  has  kept  pace  svith  Braille.  During  the  last  twenty-live 
years  we  have  produced  more  than  a million  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
over  four  times  as  many  as  during  the  preceding  sixty-fn-e  years. 
Moon  books  are  selected  to  suit  the  tastes  of  elderly  jrcople  who  lose 
their  sight  in  adult  life  and  find  the  Braille  .system  difficult  to  master. 

\-aluable  series  of  Tales  for  .Adults,  specially  prepared  by  a member 
of  our  Council  who  is  a home  teacher  of  the  blind,  has  been  issued  this 
vear,  and  by  its  mingling  of  classilied  word  lists  with  delightfully 
original  stories,  it  should  lead  many  newly  blinded  people  to  the 
comfort  of  books.  Many  of  onr  Moon  books  goto  .America,  and  during 
the  year  we  were  happy  to  welcome  the  .American  Directors  of  our 
Moon  Society  which  is  responsible  for  Moon  publications.  In  consultation 
with  them  future  policy  was  arranged,  especially  the  extent  to  which 
the  new  slightly  contracted  Grade  II  Moon  should  be  used.  Two  of 
our  Moon  periodicals.  The  Moon  Magazine  and  The  Moon  Newspaper, 
are  being  printed  in  Grade  II  for  the  benefit  of  more  advanced  Aloon 
readers,  while  The  Moon  Messenger,  a devotional  periodical,  and  a new 
monthly  magazine  of  topical  news  in  simple  language,  entitled  The 
Light  of  the  Moon,  are  being  printed  in  standard  Moon. 

Onr  Braille  periodicals,  a list  of  which  is  gi\’en  in  the  .Appendix, 
continue  to  increase  in  number  and  circulation.  The  Theological 
Times,  which  has  been  warmly  welcomed  by  blind  clergymen,  is  our 
twentieth  Braille  journal.  Heading  the  list  in  circulation  is  the  Braille 
Radio  Times,  of  which  15,550  copies  are  now  being  jirinted  each  week. 
The  Braille  Mail  maintains  a steady  circulation  of  well  over  2,000  a 
week,  and  has  extended  its  usefulness  recently  by  including  from  time 
to  time  embossed  maps  of  countries  and  areas  “ featuring  " in  the 
week’s  news.  The  Braille  edition  of  Commander  King-Hall’s  News- 
Letler,  now  in  its  second  year,  has  reached  a circulation  of  1,075  copies 
a week. 

There  is  an  intimate  personal  (juality  about  our  Braille  periodicals. 

1 here  is  not  an  Editor  anywhere  that  shows  more  courtesy,”  writes 
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'I'wo  typical  Braille  libraries — one  at  Chorlryivood  College  and  the  other  at  Worcester  College, 
'/'hese  pictures  give  a good  idea  of  the  bulk  of  Hraillc  literature  and  the  extent  to  which  the 
literary  needs  of  students  arc  met.  Titles  of  Braille  books  are  embossed  on  the  binding  margin 

of  the  front  cover. 
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one  reader  to  our  General  liditor,  whose  post  bag  contains  letters  from 
all  parts  of  the  English-speaking  world  and  from  many  foreign  countries. 
A letter  from  a French  e.\-Serviceman  follows  a letter  from  Nazi 
Germany,  a letter  from  Spain  responds  to  an  offer  of  German  magazines, 
a sad  little  Chinese  boy  laments  his  country’s  misfortunes,  and  pleads 
for  “ Braille  friends  from  abroad.” 

Another  source  of  international  friendship  in  the  Blind  World 
is  Braille  music.  W'e  trust  we  may  be  permitted  our  pride  in  being 
able  to  say  that  on  the  sj’stcm  of  Braille  Music  Notation  there  is 
international  agreement.  " In  this  branch  of  work,”  writes  a corre- 
spondent, “ more  progress  has  been  made  than  in  any  other  activity 
undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  blind.” 

Selection  of  works  for  publication  is  entrusted  to  a Committee  of 
e.xperienced  professional  blind  musicians,  who  understand  professional 
needs  and  pay  special  attention  to  the  requirements  of  music  teachers 
and  of  students  sitting  for  e.xaminations  or  taking  part  in  competitive 
festivals.  Especially  useful  is  a growing  Librarj^  containing  manuscript 
copies  of  works  primarily  required  for  study. 

To  blind  people  who  for  some  reason  are  unable  or  disinclined  to 
learn  Braille  or  Moon,  the  Talking  Book  has  come  as  a great  boon.  To 
sit  and  listen  to  the  words  of  the  great  masters  or  to  follow  the  rapid 
movement  of  a Wild  West  yarn,  read  clearly,  untiringly  and  without 
rhetorical  or  dramatic  obtrusiveness,  is  almost  a perfect  pleasure. 

Talking  Books  are  recorded  at  24  r.p.m.  on  12-inch  discs,  which 
take  twenty-five  minutes’  reading  matter  on  each  side.  They  are 
“ played  ” on  special  machines,  which  we  supply  at  cost  price,  the 
records  being  lent  free  of  charge  to  members  of  the  Library.  The 
average  number  of  discs  in  the  books  recorded  during  the  3’ear  is 
fourteen,  and  the  books  selected  for  recording  are  not  in  any  way  cut. 
The  expense  of  recording  is  heavy,  and  is  largely  met  by  generous  gifts 
from  Lord  Nuffield,  the  Carnegie  United  Kingdom  Trust,  the  Pilgrim 
Trust,  and  individual  donations.  The  remainder  of  the  cost  is  shared 
by  the  National  Institute  and  St.  Dunstan’s. 

Research  marches  hand  in  hand  with  production.  Flexible  records, 
to  minimise  breakages,  have  been  tested  and  appro\'cd  ; improved 
pick-ups,  reducing  wear  on  records,  are  being  fitted  to  all  new  machines  ; 
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A blind  listener  enjoying  a Talking  Book  while  knitting.  The  latest  novel  is  being  transmitted 
from  the  record  on  the  special  machine  to  the  “ stethoscope  " headphones.  Note  in  the  centre 
of  the  next  record  to  be  “ played  ” the  title  and  number  in  Braille. 
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The  records  comprising  a Talking  Book  arc  despatched  in  fibre  containers,  at  specially  reduced 
postal  rates,  from  the  Talking  Book  Library  to  members  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  who  are 
permitted  to  borrow  two  titles  at  the  same  time. 
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tlie  fitting  of  headphones,  the  latest  of  which  are  like  extraordinarily 
light  stethoscopes,  to  four  out  of  five  of  our  models,  enables  a user  to 
read  his  books  without  disturbing  others  in  the  same  room  ; and 
recording  apparatus  has  been  considerably  improved. 

Research  work  is  also  continuous  in  connection  with  all  apparatus 
and  appliances  for  the  blind.  Every  effort  is  made  to  better  existmg 
apparatus  and  to  evolve  new  devices,  .-^n  idea  of  the  extent  to  which 
scientific  invention  has  been  applied  to  overcome  the  handicap  of 
blindness  can  be  gathered  from  the  list  in  the  Appendix  of  the  various 
kinds  of  appliances  obtainable  at  the  Institute.  Large  quantities  of 
these  articles  have  been  supplied  during  the  year,  but  there  are 
thousands  of  blind  people  who  need  our  appliances  yet  cannot  afford 
to  buy  them  even  though  we  subsidise  purchase  at  the  rate  of  £4,000 
from  our  funds  each  year.  Without  the  appliances  which  convert 
things  seen  into  things  felt,  a blind  person  is  handicapped  permanently. 
Means  must  be  found  to  bring  necessary  apparatus  within  the  reach 
of  those  whose  freedom  from  dependence  on  others  depends  on  its 
possession.  We  have  tried  to  get  a Go\'eniment  grant  for  this  purpose, 
but,  so  far,  without  success. 

New  Technical  developments  of  the  year  include  the  manufacture  and 

and'Ss  distribution  of  the  first  batch  of  machines  for  embossing  aluminium 
for  the  Blind  pjates  by  hand,  and  so  obtaining  up  to  fifty  Braille  copies  of  notices, 
examination  papers,  pamphlets,  etc.  ; two  rules  and  a level  for  the 
use  of  blind  carpenters  have  been  made  available  ; a knitting-clock 
with  Braille-marked  face  has  been  produced  ; cheap  watches,  in  response 
to  a big  demand,  and  an  eight-day  clock  with  embossed  dial  are  being 
supplied  ; the  first  of  a new  series  of  embossed  maps,  a map  of  England 
and  Wales,  which  we  hope  will  be  the  finest  yet  produced,  is  nearly 
ready.  We  have  also  been  able  to  give  some  assistance  to  a valuable 
e.xperiment  undertaken  at  the  Leeds  School  for  the  Blind,  to  enable 
partially-sighted  children  to  read  ordinary  print  by  means  of  illumin- 
ated magnifying  lenses. 

New  games  include  an  adaptation  of  a card  game,  “ My  Word,” 
and  of  an  ingenious  jig-saw  puzzle  called  ” All  Square  ; other  kinds 
of  jig-saw  puzzles  are  in  course  ol  production.  Duplicate  Contract 
Bridge  Boards  are  now  available  for  use  with  our  Braille  marked  cards.

New  games,  as  well  as  new  books  and  all  our  current  periodicals, 
are  specially  welcome  in  our  Homes,  to  the  visitors  at  the  Convalescent 
and  Holiday  Home  at  St.  Leonard's,  and  to  the  residents  at  the  Homes 
for  Blind  Women  at  Leamington  and  Hove.  These  Homes  are  excep- 
tionally hap])y  places.  “ There  have  been  some  very  hai^py  times  spent 
here,”  says  tlie  Matron  at  St.  Leonards.  “ Everyone  is  able  to  enjoy 
to  tlie  full  all  that  the  Guest  House  has  to  offer,”  says  the  Matron  at 
Leamington.  ” Christmas  was  spent  in  a very  happy  way,”  says  the 
-Matron  at  Hove.  .‘\nd  hundreds  of  letters  speak  of  health  and  happiness. 

We  have  long  been  convinced  of  the  need  for  more  residential  and 
holiday  Homes,  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  we  shall  shortlj' 
open  two  new  Homes  in  the  North  of  England — a Holiday  Home, 
accommodating  thirty-two  guests  at  Scarborough,  and  a Residential 
Home  for  the  Deaf-Blind  at  Harrogate,  with  accommodation  for  twenty- 
four  men  and  women. 

The  needs  of  tlie  deaf-blind,  whose  double  affliction  is  truly  appal- 
ling, have  received  our  most  careful  consideration  during  the  past 
year.  In  addition  to  the  new  Home,  we  have  purchased  new  premises 
for  the  Holiday  Home  for  the  Deaf-Blind  at  Hoylake,  founded  by  the 
Deaf-Blind  Helpers’  League.  The  valuable  " Report  of  the  Survey 
of  the  Deaf-Blind  in  the  Area  of  the  Northern  Counties  Association 
for  the  Blind  ” has  been  published  as  N.I.B.  Bulletin  No.  13,  and  has 
aroused  considerable  interest  in  the  problem  throughout  the  country. 
A similar  survey  has  been  completed  in  Wiltshire,  and  our  investigator 
is  now  surveying  the  condition  of  tlie  deaf-blind  in  the  whole  area  of 
the  Southern  Regional  .Assocation  for  the  Blind. 

We  are  supplementing  our  N.I.B.  Bulletins  by  a series  of 
N.I.B.  Information  Leaflets,  the  first  of  which  gives  full  details 
of  Old  Age  Pensions  for  blind  persons.  These  leaflets  are  published  as 
supplements  to  our  letterpress  magazine.  The  New  Beacon,  which  is 
the  authoritative  source  of  current  information  on  blind  welfare  work. 
-A  revised  edition  of  our  “ Directory  of  -Agencies  for  the  Blind  ” is 
another  letterpress  publication  which  has  been  most  warmly  welcomed 
by  all  concerned  with  the  blind-  These  publications  are  part  of  our 
Information  Service,  which  by  letter,  telephone  and  personal  interview 
deals  with  enquiries  from  all  parts  of  the  world  and  in  all  languages-

The 

Prevention 
of  Biindness 


A Reference  Library  of  books  on  blindness  and  a Museum  of  apparatus 
and  appliances  for  the  blind,  both  obsolete  and  in  use,  can  always  be 
consulted  by  visitors. 

In  all  branches  of  our  work  we  try  to  co-operate  usefully  with  other 
bodies — Government  departments  and  local  authorities,  national  and 
local  voluntary  agencies,  institutions  within  the  Empire  and  in  foreign 
countries.  A glance  at  the  constitution  of  our  Council  will  show  its 
representative  nature,  and  will,  we  believe,  convince  our  readers  that 
the  Institute’s  work  is  nationally  directed  in  the  interests  of  the  blind 
community  as  a whole. 

Several  national  bodies  are  directly  affiliated  to  us,  such  as  the 
British  “ Wireless  for  the  Blind  ” Fund,  and  the  Sir  Beachcroft  Towse 
Ex-Service  Fund  for  the  Blind,  both  of  which  we  initiated,  and  the 
Guild  of  Blind  Gardeners.  Our  Unification  Agreements  with  Local 
Agencies,  which  prevent  overlapping  of  collections  over  the  greater 
part  of  the  country,  create  and  consolidate  relationships  of  mutual 
goodwill,  and  we  do  our  best  to  help  financially  societies  needing  funds 
for  specific  purposes. 

This  kind  of  help  is  extended  to  different  parts  of  the  Empire  ; for 
instance,  grants  have  been  made  this  year  to  the  National  Council  for 
the  Blind  of  Ireland  ; to  the  Institution  for  the  Chinese  Blind  at 
Shanghai,  for  repairs  after  bombing ; and  to  the  India  Red  Cross 
Society,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness. 

The  prevention  of  blindness  in  our  own  country  has  received  our 
earnest  attention  during  the  past  year.  The  medical  aspects  of  the 
problem  are  under  survey,  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  propa- 
ganda and  methods  of  co-operation  between  the  medical  profession, 
health  authorities  and  voluntary  agencies. 

To  save  sight  is  but  the  natural  corollary  of  the  object  of  all  our 
efforts — to  give  light  to  the  blind. 

As  we  write  these  words,  the  international  situation  still  throws 
its  dark  shadow  across  the  path  of  all  who  aim  to  better  the  lot  of 
humanity.  We  have  had  to  face  the  fact  that,  if  war  should  unfor- 
tunately come,  there  will  be  many  cases  of  blindness  caused  by  hostile 
activities,  and  we  have  taken  all  steps  possible  to  deal  with  the  situation 
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as  it  arises.  But  it  is  our  most  earnest  prayer  that  peace  will  be  preserved 
and  that  the  constant  development  of  our  work  for  the  blind  may 
continue,  without  being  complicated  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
the  blind  or  hampered  by  the  conditions  of  war. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  we  wish  to  record  our  deep  appreciation 
of  the  work  and  untiring  efforts  in  the  cause  of  the  blind  of  the  Secretary- 
General,  Mr.  W.  McG.  Eagar,  and  of  the  Staff  of  the  Institute  in  all  its 
many  branches. 

May  the  Blessing  of  Almighty  God  rest  on  this  work,  as  in  the  past, 
so  in  the  future  years.
